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I  bis  is  vastly  important  for  of  all  the  materials  used  in  pipe  mak¬ 
ing,  none  equals  Algerian  Briar.  This  is  because  Algerian  Brur 
is  mu^her,  and  more  porous  than  any  other  briar  and  it  is  this 
porous  quality  that  absorbs  die  heat  and  moisture*  i hereby  pro 
due  Eng  a  tool,  slry  +  mellow  smoke, 

Second,  the  curing  seasoning  and  aging  of  (he  porous  Algerian 
Briar  root  is  accomplished  by  the  exclusive  Bertram  Family 
Method  "3  process  known  only  by  Bertram  the  Third,  and  passed 
down  to  him  by  his  Father  and  Grant] lather.  This  secret  proc¬ 
ess  removes  all  ihe  saps,  foreign  materials  and  impurities  from 
the  briar  root  and  it  is  from  (his  (lawless  Algerian  Briar  that 
your  Pt;>e  by  Bertram  is  created,

Nor  is  any  foreign  substances  applied  that  could  possible  dug 
die  pores  of  the  briar.  This  means  there  is  no  need  for  breaking 
in,  no  bitterness  of  any  kind,  but  immediate  smoking  pleasure 
from  your  very  first  puff.  What b  more,  >our  Pipe  by  Bertram 
will  never  bite  your  tongue. 

After  smoking  your  Pipe  by  Bertram  for  a  short  time,  you  will 
notice  your  pipe  "sweating.'1  liter  inu  see  the  result  of  the 
pores  of  the  briar  in  “action,"  absorbing  the  heat  and  moisture 
of  rbe  smoke  and  allowing  n  in  evaporate,  A I  mi,  your  Pipe  hi 
Rertram  will  commence  to  lurn  a  rich,  dark,  cherry  mahogany 
color  that  will  become  more  and  more  pronoun  ted  with  age, 
and  your  smoke  more  mellow.

Once  you  star!  smoking  ynur  Pipe  by  Bertram  you  will  never  be 
satisfied  with  any  other.  And  if  u>u  are  a  Pipe  Collector  your 
collection  won't  he  complete  without  several  Bertram  Originals, 

in  either  case  you,  like  thousands  of  other  Bertram-wise  pipe 
smokers,  will  agree  iliac  if  a  better  pipe  is  to  he  had,  that  pipe 
is  a  Pipe  by  Re r train, 
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moisten  the  inside  of  (he  howl  with  the  finger  dipped  in  port  or 
sherry  wine,  (If  no.  wine  is  available  use  clear  water,)  Do  not 
dip  the  entire  pipe  in  either  wine  or  water.  Load  the  pipe  fairly 
firm  around  (he  sides  and  light  the  entire  surface  evenly. 
REMEMBER,  it  is  not  the  man  who  gets  the  most  smoke  who 
derives  ihe  greatest  benefit  from  his  pipe,  but  the  man  who 
smokes  slowly  and  coo  lly. 

ANOTHER  THING:  DON’T  ALLOW  YOUR  PIPR  TO 
"CAKE"  TOO  MUCH,  "Cake"  is  carbon  and  has  a  different 
degree  of  expansion  than  the  briar.  If  left  to  accumulate  in  a 
pipe  it  frequently  causes  the  bowl  to  crack.  Your  PIPE  BY 
BERTRAM,  Eveing  completely  porous,  requires  no  ‘Take’1  or 
Larhon  to  absorb  heat  and  moisture.  The  walls  of  the  pipe  per¬ 
form  that  function,  allowing  only  the  coolest  and  driest  of 
smoke  to  reach  the  mouth, 

IT  IS  IMPORTANT  that  the  pores  ni  the  briar  be  kept  entirely 
Hush,  To  titan  your  pipe  we  therefore  suggest  that  an  ordinary 
pipe  cleaner  be  dipped  about  one-half  its  length  into  BER¬ 
TRAM'S  PIPE  KLEEN  or  grain  alcohol  and  the  pipe  thoroughly 
swabbed  out  tviih  this  dampened  cleaner.  You  may  also  swab 
off  the  outside  and  inside  of  the  howl  with  the  dampened 
cleaner.  After  allowing  the  pipe  to  dry  for  a  moment  wipe  off 
the  outside  of  she  howl  with  a  soft  cloth  anti  you  will  be  amazed 
at  the  beautiful  luster  that  will  be  brought  hack  ui  the  bowl. 
We  suggest  that  after  cleaning  in  ibis  manner  that  your  pipe 
he  allowed  to  dry  out  for  at  least  12  hours  before  again  smoking. 
It  is  a  good  policy  to  continuously  rotate  your  pipes  in  smoking 
so  that  each  pipe  will  have  a  chance  to  dry  out, 

THE  PERFECT  SMOKE  is  the  cool*  dry  smoke,  since  it  is  the 
heat  and  moisture  in  ordinary  pipe  smoke  that  cause*  the 
delicate  tissues  of  the  throat  and  mouth  to  become  dry  and  irri¬ 
tated.  Your  PIPE  BY  BERTRAM  gives  you  only  a  dry,  cool 
smoke.
